Boatd of Dirsgtors tend enes year ago bafore our
association, the members of the Leaghe wers ton-

ratulniod on the complete sxtinetion of the alave.
Eum‘-;a- robellion, snd on the marbinl and the
morel vigtory of thowe pripoiples to whioh we
had Mithfully beld throngh a long, bloody, gostly
and, af times, most dieheartsting war, Thete
was no faoe in onr nksemblage of list year that
wihs not beaming with the triumph of the pre.
sent ned the hope of the fulure, We regarded

the coming history of our conptry ns fixed for |

n fertn of yenrs that wonld extend far be.
yond the life of this generntion. The mere fncts
of our nativaal positiom werd too vyast in thelr
solus! results And ceridin conseguences to nesd
one jouch of faucy in order to inereass their subli-
mity. Wesaw our conntry in ail the grandour of
her former proporilons, In all the vigor of her not.
lve nud loeral policy, advancing once more, and
now secarely, on that carger of empire which hnd
made cur progrers n wonder to Lhe pations, and A
romow hnt too boastful source of pride to oursel ves,
Alvendy we folt that we wora n chief power upon
the earih, and what our destiny might be was n
aLlIPMIDI! that baflad the onlonintions and axolted
the dread of our rivale. Freed from the odious
weakness of human slavery which had trammeled
whites and bincks allke; which had sappressed
the simplest knowledge and enconraged the
most bruilsh lgoorance in both races; whioh had
made us the scoffl and the hy—wurﬂ of modarn
oiviligation, the evident contradiction st home of
the principles of liberty that we sought Lo spread
abroad, which from the earliest day of our na-
ticonl existence bod hung above our heads as
vistble coree of Heaveu, sure to fall at Inst; which
hod mude us dumb and ashamed befors the pliital
fuee of ebrlatiavtiy, und self-convicted either by
the coizmon Jaw ol morals or the siatules of the
church. Freed from this stumbling-biock, which
we had herstofore felt at every wsiep of our ad-
vapeement, we wers consclous of a larger national
mind, o more vigorous and wider range of action,
B purer consclence, o aweatar memory, & hrighter
hope, nnd, beyond and sbove all, we counld look
uprn bolh the face of Heaven and the facs of min
withour blushing at the argaments with which
we had endeavored to gloss over the gnilt of thau
obscene thing which we mildly calied the “Do-
mestic Iostitution."

This was also the position of the mind of our
country a yeur #go, The erce struggle was ended;
Elnvery was abolished, nnd pence was restorsd
throoghout the land., Sanguinary, costly and eéx-
bausticg tho siroggle hod indecd been; bul the
ETent rurpona of Providence had been AgoOoms«

liahed, the blessing of universal fresdom hnad

' beatowad npon ns; and we did not frm:gu one
drop of blood, one fartilng nor one failing effort,
whioh we bhad expended as tribate In seonring that
priceless benefit. From this peint forward all
would be well. Minor questions would seltle
themsel ves under the new condition of things; or
in the changes of & fow years they wounld cense to
be cnuees of gontention; and to iime, al20, and the
reunion of the old links of social and of mercautile
intercouree, we hopefully looked fora cessation of
the spiritof enmi'y which then existed bstween
the north and the south, The south was in no
¢ondition o resist our terms, or any terms that
might be nccorded to them by their victors, In-
deed, they wersa inclinea to bear their situation
with the tgrece, and to acespt gratefully any
crumbs of mercy that might fall to their lot, Who
can doubt that if the lamented Lincoln had lived,
the whole of the vast matter would not have been
quistly arranged on terms in etrlet accordance
with the principies that had animated loyal men
thronghout the rebellion?

But in the inscrawmble wisdom of God, our na-
tlon was doomed Lo snffer from another, and, If
Eoealbip. more detestable tretchery than that which

ad inspired the recent repellion. The man whom
our votes had elevated to (he second place in the
gift of the nation, and whom the hand of the assas-
sin raleed to the first, almost from the day that he
assumed supreme power, set himself about proving
thot bhe was worthy of the manner of his suoces-
slon. Not only did he betray every trust that we
bad reposed in him, but he became false to his
own record, his own pledges and protesiations,
and to the very words which we had applanded in
his first message to Clongress. Those fundamental

rinciple: of -the Union party, which we had fol-

owed devoledly through the clouda of Innumer-
able battles, and townrds which we looked ns onr
guldes in the settiement of the varions questions
that might occur in the pesace then happlly sar-
rounding us—principles to which he had volunta-
rily sworn allegiancs o thousand times and o a
thousand ways, with an excess of frothy utternnce
that went fur beyond ourextremest demand—these
~prineiples heat first oriticised, then suggested sub-
stitutes for them, and at length openly repudiated
them both in word and In deed. That every volee
of the Union party was ralsed in lodignation and
condemnation, conld have been no wonder to the
man himself. That Congress tanght him many a
bitter lesson in the dark wn{s of his treachery, by
overruling his veloes, rejecting his appointments
and frosirating his policy, was no more than
simple justice to him; and whataver temper some
of our repressntatives may have shown in their
dealinge with this false man was pardonable in
men who were not sitting judicially, but struggiing
for the future welfare of their conntry, us their

disbanded army had lately struggled, with all the |

nsslons of their humanity bot about them.

bheir fervor was becoming to them, aud we pity
the cold-bearted selfishness that might mnot
warm with a kindred feeling. After this open
breach betwesn Congress and the Executiva, the
Intter set bimself dalibera.lalf o work Lo use the
power which we had lodgea in his bande as a ea-
ared trust, for the destruction of the party to whom
he owed the very means which he emplioyed
Against it, How total was bis fallure, how evident
his folly aud slhort.sighteduess, nre known Lo all;
and the recollection of his history must be the
moet grievous burden vupon hie impatient spirit,
and npon the memory of that blind goide who is
now sitting amid the ruins of hiscunning sohemes,
Inmenting how hy one nct of treachery an illus-
trious lifée may be consigned to historical infimy!
It is not neceéssnry to reirace the sleps by which
the destruction of the Union party was sought.
Every member of the League possesses all or some
large portion of the miserable story, and of the ob-
vious design there can be no guestion. The ridi-
culons yanity which made the man suppose thata
traitor upon the stump Is A persunssive sight, or
that he comld utter & persuasive sounnd, or that all
the official patronage and loose money of the
public treasury could corrupt the character of
the Amerioan citizen to his own and his conn-
try's undoing, were thoroughly lllustrated in the
Indecent tonr which preceded tha late elections,
and which followed in the elections themselves,

With the wnole officinl powerof the Union party
in the bands of o traitor; with our late politioal
enemies and their rebelllons southern brothers ns
his allies; with many of pur best cAnvassers still
in oMes, and erber paralyzed by the fear of re-
moval or cajoled by the promise of retention; with
our former admirable orgaoization almost shat-
tered by these csuses; with nothing, in short, but
our wise prionciples and the Individual votes of
our fniihfa ople, we gntered upon the elecloral
countest which has jost closed 1n our victory and
in the irremediable confasion of our advyersaries,
Lat 1o one underrate this momentous triumph, or,
while rejoicing In it regret that it was not more
compiete sud overwhelming, The wonder is that,
uunder the numerous adverse circumatances, we
wera nble to maintain our former position, and to
repulee the foes without the loss of a single repra-
sentative in Oongress or & single governor of a
State. Think how sweeping might have been our
victory if the Administration bad been on the slde
to which it rightfully belonged!

The result of the Iate elections settles the futura
of the Unlon party, and indicates in what hands
the government of the nation shall continue while
we remain troe to ourselves. That tha noble body
of men who represented the Unlon party in Con-
gress during the trinis and temptations of the last
pession will lead us wisely aud well during the
coming session, no one c¢an lave 8 rensounble
doubt, Now that the popular verdiot has been ut-
tered, and the lines of the future issues strongly
marked, no melber of Congress oan hesitate as to
the duties of his posltion, or as o what policy will
meet with the approval of his constitnents, It
should be the duty of tha Leagae, and of all who
sympathize with our principles, to stand flrmly
beside the Congress which wa have eleoted, and Lo
strongthen their hands and chesr (helr hearts
amidst the stormy sesslon that may be approach.
i.ng. by evéry form of popular demonstration in
Wwhich public confldence nuzbe expressed. ]

In looking back on the faols which we have just
reviewed, and o comparing them with other simi.
lar lhorlgh leas fiagrant events in our nationsl his-
tory, we cannot but be strock with the many in-
stances of political treachery which have dis-
figured our g, and on which no such sign of
condemnation has n set ns the crime desarves
at the hands of gommon honu:(. It should be
self evident to the dallest on that if & man
who has acted with & " Id acospt o nomi-
nauon from that party, afier having protested his
sdhorence W s lending qﬂw aud in the
confidence inspirad by bis ‘Ations he should
be eleoted to offloe those who bestowsd the
nomination, suoh & man, if he should afterwards

'} forsnke his onoeavowed princlples and sot in po-
Iitioal o‘poimon 10 bis former friends, is guilly of

s plain breach of trust, not the less odious and
rally base becnuse there s no pepouniary cou-

eal treachery.. A man who, through honest change
of opinion, finde himeself opposed Lo his former
principles, and to the prople who elevated him
veenuss of his profession of thoss principles, has
fneney method of esonping from his self-lmposed
thraldom by the resignation of his oMee.

In the lower walks of life resigontions for this
ctuee are of dally occurrence. It does not lessen
ihe moral turpitude of clinging to nn offive afler
the cfficial has censed to repropent his constituants
becaure the office 1s i high one; it rather malkes the
offence more marked and open to condemunation,
We know that much casuistry has been and may
be expended on this enhject, but the conglusions of
an instinctively honest mind wonld be the sameo
for ali the argoments. Political honeaty, befors

the jndgment of good tmorals, in no way differa

from common honesly 'l'ln-'}lmc'tlrn in the two
onsen may differ, but the anderlylog principle is
the same in both, Therefore, the members of the
Loogue, who bave on more than ons oconsion en-
denvored to purify our political system, should set
their faces against politioal treschery ns they
wonuld against any othier breach of truast, and re
e, nuder any clrecumefances, 1o confide a repra.
sentative office to one who his formerly been false
to an ofMcial posiiion.

The purt taken by the Lenguas in niding tho ne.
rembling of the Qonvention of Southern Unionists
in this city e a ||1|in‘(I on whioch we congratulale
onr members. Not only was the politieal vilect of
the Gonvention as powerful ae it wns univeraal,
bul jollowing =0 closely on the hybrid assemblage
of gur opponents, it did mach towards correctiug
the évil tenderocies of the latter, and in exporing
the hollow frand which has sought to be folsted
upon the people by the ostentatious but hollow
truce which had spparently been negotinted be.
tween the new puatriots of the northern Demooratio
party nnd the conguered rebels of tue soath. We
nre praiefol to the loyval southern mem whom we
| welcomed to their OQonventlon for the wise und
temperate resolulions which sxpressed the sense
of their meeting, and proved how little gall was
in their forgiving natures, even after they hod
suffered through years of persecontion, and wers
well nware that, on returning to their homes, they
would be subjected, both in thelr persons and
in thelr families, 0 & worse renswal of theair
trinle, The effects of their visit to our Insti-
tution have niso baan productive of good o wheir
cause in the south, Taking copy by our Asso.
clation, and recognizing the strengih and capabili.
tirs 01 organization, since their return they have
institut Unlon Leagues amongst themsslves,
The Seoretnry i# in receipt of many letters, naking
for nid and advice in the constitution of Southern
Leagues. These documents nra necessarily kept
private at pregent, because the Sonthern Leagues
are as yet secret bodies, and hoid thelr meetings at
greal risk to thelr mempers; butthetr lettars declare
that the mask of secrecy will shortly be removed,
and they will enter Wll{l us into opén correspond-
ence and co-operaton.

In the midet of the late political campalgn, an
uusnccesstul attympt to fire the League Houte was
made by some cowardly incendiary who, natil the
present tims, bas escaped detection. 1t is gratify.
ing to the Board of Directors to ba able to report
that notwithstanding the loss and the inconven-
lenoe occasioned by Lthe fire, no work in which the
Lengue was then engaged was in any way preven-
ted, or even poetponed for a single diy. Under
our roofless nnd dripping honss, tha various com-
mittees of onr body went steadily on with their du-
tiea, rather insplrited thao degrduau by the sur-
rounding desolation. Although before the fire we
considered onr bullding and furniture to be fally
covered by lnsurance, we afierwards discovered
that certain thiogs, which wera matters of orna-
ment, were not protected by our policies, and by
their destruction the Leagus sustained a pacu-
niary loss. The committee to which was con-
flded the repairing of damnges to our proper-
ty, aftér intelligent conslderation, resolved on
muny alterations and improvements in the
original plan of our bhouse, which involved the
expenditure of a sum much grentsr than that
which had been recelved from the insnrance. The
mcent'l‘y of greater cellar room, of increased ao-
commodations in the dormitory of the servants, of
o more iperrm;'t system of heating the house, of ad-
ditional facilities In the crowded lanundry depirt.
ment, and of firmer snpports Lo carinin parts of our
house, had long been known to the Board of 1i-
rectors; and it was thought wise to make nll these
needed alterations in our building at a time when
the fire had anticiputed us in the work of demoli-
tion.

The Iate dispster hnd also tanght nus that we
should guard ngains! its recurrence, nnd make the
builaing as nenr fire-proof as possible, To accom-
plish this end, the brick partition walls were ron
up above the roof apd formed into battlements,
thus dividing the roof into separated sections, and
the whole was goversd with metal. COnae portion
of the bullding may now burn out without danger

to the other parts, and It will be almost impossible
to communicate n general fire to the roof, which is
necessarily the most vuloeriable spot, and the one
least under observation, in oor whole structure.
| The changes conld not be accomplished without a
| large ontlay of money, and the Hoard of Diractors

bns therefore increassd (he annunl Lax for the year
| 1567 by the sum of ten dollars, which will fornish
ample funds for our purposes, and will, by so
maoch, add to the value of our bullding, Itis not
considered that this increase lu the snnual tax will
be continued beyond the next year, and wa truat
that our members will bear it cheerfully, in view
of the many advantages secured by it

At a special meeting of the League, held on the
twenty-second of Augusl, in this year, 8 commit.
tes of peventy-six mombers of the Leagus was np.
pointed for the purposs of employing tha energles
nnd resonrces of our Association jn the approach-
ing political campaign, How (hal committes no-
quitted iteelf in the performance of its patriotic
duties, the result of the alection may bear witness,
The thanke of the Governor-elect and of the State
Central Commities, haye béen publicly tendered to
the League, on more than one ocoasion, for our
asslstance in thair canvass, and the desp satisfuc.
tion which ench one of ug feals nt the issne of the
arduons contest 8 asufficlent reward for our vol-
untary labors.

The most powerful adjanot to the commitites of
geventy-six wos, as it has nlways besn, the lntelli-
gentaction of the Board of Pablicstion. Previons
to the election of Ogtober that board had distribated
elght hundred and sixty-seven thonsand aod fifty-
elght documents, consisting of eighteen mililons
and sixty-foor thousand elght hnnared and seven-
tesn pages of sound Union doctrine. All this great
liternry work has heen guleuy nooomplished; but
of its yalue, in the grand result, no man can form
an ndeguate estimate. Lol us oncs more advise
our members not to permit the Board of Publica.
ton to ianguish for want ol funds wherewith to
L»rouuute its noble career. The spread of true

powledge contains within 1t nothing that is cor.
rupting to the popular mind; and while we ad.
yance onr cause with such means as are furnished
by the Board of Pablication, we may smile at the
harmiess sianders which our opponents have heap.
ed npon our lmstitntion. Oaor thanks are due to
the firm of Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, of Boston,
for the generous manuer in which they put early
sheets of two of thelr bridllant politieal articles of
the wAtlantic Monthly” at our disposal, and per-
mitted us to print them for our purposes even in
advanca of their own publication. he cheerfol,
unselfish co.-operation of the Union men of one
part of the country with thoss in another formed a
ln'i:hl feature 1o the darkest days of the Iate war,
nnd we are happy to recognize the continnance of
this spirit of frateruity nntil the present hour,

The report of the Library Committes is 1ttle
more than a list of losses occasioned by fire and
water to the perishable property which they have
in charge. reat damage was done to the voluo.
minous Nles of newspapers nnd magazines which
had been uccumullllng sinee the organization of
the League, and which were stored in the upper
part of the bullding. This losa cannol be supplied
withoui grent trouble and expeuse, Our members
ars enrnesily requested to co-operate with the com-
mitiee in the proposed extension of the llbrary, so
that it may not only become & useful department
of our lustitution, but & collecuon ol mark o the

city.

'lrha report of the Qommittee on Fine Arts and
Trophies is fleo little more than an array of losses
lncident to the fire. As 00D A8 OUr rooms are in
proper repair, most of the works which we pas-
séssed, and those which were loanad (o us by our
members, will again ornasment the walls, In as
good condjlion s the careful exertions of the com-
mittes have besn able to ageomphsh The thanks
of the Leagne are due to Mr. Yames McHenry, of
London, for the excellent marble bust of the great
Fuoglish Libernl, Richard Cobden, with which
Mr, McHenry has adorngd our house, 1o commeom-
oration of the pleasant visit which he nud his Eng-
lish friends paid to us during the present year.

The reporis of the treasurer and of the anditors
for the present year hivs beén Iald opon the table
for sxaminntion. The ifncome of the Lsagus lo
the tiret of December, 1606, nmounted o elghty-five
thoueand elght hundred and twenty-eight dollars
nod twenly cents. The disbursements to the same
period were sixty-seven thousand nine hundred
snd thirty-one dollars and two cents, leaving n
surplus in the treasury of sevepnteen thousand
eight hondred and ninety.seven dollaras and
“iphteen cents. Itis impossible to form an acct-
mie estimnto of the ontstanding bills chargeable
agninst this surplos. The payments for Lhe re.
ptire of the damnge by the fire have alrendy be-
kun, nod thers wela viarious expenses incident lo
he fire that form no part of our regular ontlay,
whieh the treasarer wisobliged to mest during the
present year,

Notwithstanding the Immonse advince in the
pricesof all ariicles naed in oor establishment—an
ndvance of which our members may judge by re.
ference o their domeste nifairs—and the extraors
dinni y nnd bheavy expenaes entalied npon as by the
fre nod the additionnl work projscted in our plans
for rebnllding the damiged poritons of ths honse—
the Directors are confldent that with the emall in-
crense made in the annunl thx for the year 1567,
sond o system of proper sconomy, the incoming
Board will find itself In n position of Hoancial
“Arc, Aud Lhar the clore of the next year will show
e treasory of the Lesgue (o be In its ususl tlour-
ishing condition

Tns genernl prospoots of the League were naver
more flatlering than on the day of rendering this
report. An unabated public intergat precedes, ac.
cempanies and follows every movement of our
body. Our political friends have greeted us with
their applause, and our political enemies have
honored us with their denunciations., Both these
expressions of feeling nre equally tributes that re.
copnize our services, It seems ns though nothiug
more remains to us than to persevers steadily in
our old courses, and to follow our traditions and
principles to the end. We are satisfled with the
harmontpous splrit that at present impels ouy As.
rocintion, aud can only hope that it will never de.
cline in vigor or lapee iuto the dangerous seourity
Of inaction.

Our futore duties ave plain bafora ns. In the
possible strugele that may at no distant day arlse
velween Congress and thut body which was once
onr Administration, we shall stand with the Con-
gress of our recemt oholee, rather than with the
men who haye betrayed ne, and whom we have
also repodiated. Rumors coms to us {rom the Gapi-
tol that it 1s the deelgn of the Execullve lo seek
some means of reconcilintion between himself
nnd our fuithfal representntives.

1f we Americans bave not taken these truths to
benrt, we have fought through o long war, and
gnined grent resulls in the struggle, but we have
gathered little wisdom by the way, The questions
between us and the people of the south snonld be
settled but in one way, b‘y the inflexible adyvince-
ment of the prinaiples for which we fought, and

by which they fell. This Is the only solution of
‘he ditllculties whioch our people will tolerate, and
It 18 therefore the only adjustment that can be pers
manent, Let Congress stand by the Lmea-triad
principlées of the Union party; let us stand by
Uongress in its efforts to put those principles loko
practice, and if that which we call “iruth' be nos
inlse in lle own natare, all will be well with us,
and in the long result of time all will be well with
our unréflecting adversaries,
